Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 3rd December, 1971, Border Security Force lost 
its posts at Bhanian in an Indian enclave Barias across river 
Ravi and withdrew to a defensive position east of the River. 
On the 4th December, 1971. it was decided to re-captitre the 
Border Out Posts Bhanian and Majhi-Mewan. Shii 
Narendra Balwant Phansc, who was the Quaitor Master at 
the Battalion Headquarters, volunteered to lead the attack 
for the re-capture of these posts, Shri Phansc took two 
quick reccees. Therea^et Shri Phanse decided to wade 
through the river Ravi in darkness and after getting on to the 
Western Bank of the River, led his Platoon through a deep 
water channel and then move towards the BOP. When he 
was with the leading scouts, the enemy opened fire with 
great Intensity and volume. While Shri Phanise ordered his 
men to take up position on the bank of the water channel, he 
moved to the BOP in disregaird of the enemy fire. On reach' 
ing the BOP he observed that the fire was coming from a 
distance of about 200 yards from the North of the BOP. 
He crawled from bunker to bunker in order to satisfy him- 
self that there was no enemy in the BOP. Thereafter he 
fired a red very light in order to draw the enemy’s HMG 
fine on the BOP to enable his platoon to advance. The 
enemy then switched on their fire on the BOP. While he 
held on the post single-handed he sent a Head Constable 
to inet the Platoon to the BOP. The enemy kept on shelling 
the BOP throughout the night but Shri phansc stuck on in 
disregard to heavy fire. He also moved from bunker to bunker 
in order to boost the morale of his men. Tn the early 
hours of the morning the BOP was also raided with one 
thousand pound bombs as a result of which a portion of the 
BOp sank causing serious set back but Shri Phanse held on 
to the post firmly and it was because of this action that the 
BOP Majhi-Mewan was captured later on. 

Shri Narendra Balwant Phanse exhibited exempla^ cour- 
age and determination In the recapture of Border C5ut-post 
Bnanlan.

Statement of services for which the decoration has keen 
awarded 

Shri Manmohan I.al Bhalla was commanding a raiding 
party to carry out raid on enemy post at Ring Contour on 
Bugina feature in Jammu and Kashmir. The party left the 
border outpost at 0400 hours on the 14th December 1971. 
and reached the vicinity of Ih" Ringh Contour by 11.30 hours 
and started dosing in on the enemy position. When they were 
within 60 yards, one of the enemy sentries located the party 
and alerted the picket. The raid party opened fire and en- 
gaged all positions effectively from a close range. Shri Bhalla 
sitting at a distance of about 60 yards from an enemy 
picket directed 4,2 Inch mortar fire on the enemy picket. As 
a result of this Are three enemy bunkci's were destroyed and 
six men were killed.
